The entries in the Resume Section of IPS] are selected through 
a comprehensive scanning process which Involves tour may,,, 
types of information sources, "'hese are: ERIC documents, 
doctoral dissertations, journal articles, and books. 

Each entry ij lirot listed In the RESUME SECTION. Complete 
bibliographical information, Including availability of the original 
article, document, etc. , and a brief abstract of the entry ta 
given. (To order documents, check "How to Obtain IPSI Ma- 
terialB M below.) Entries have beer, assigned a number in order 
of tliel** appeal ance to facilitate cioss-relorsncir.g. 

Entries are then lieted (by title hnd entry number) In the 
SUBJECT INDEX. Each entry Is listed several times according 
to the descriptor terms which have been assigned to it. A list 
of these ierms is provided on page viil of this Introductory 
section to assist you in selecting terms which represent your 
area of interest. The arrangement of terms in the Subject 
Inde: is alphabetical. To o.tf.in a complete descriptor* of each 
entry, use the entry number to refer to the Resume Section. 

Finally. en( r I es are lb 'ed in the AUTHOR INDEX for your con- 
venience In locating additional papers or articles by a certain 
author. The listing 0 f authors Is arranged alphabe.cally. 

Again, only entry number and title are given ft- the materials 
listed under each author’s name. The entry number may be 
used to refer to the actual listing m the Resume Sect ^n. 



Since IPSI offers a Ir.rge and cc-mnrehenslve display of entries, 
we suggest that you uje it in one or both of the following ways:

Write down the entry 
number* of the titles which appear to relate to your 
search area. Then, using the entry number*, refer 
to the main entry section for a complete bibliograph- 
ical entry and abstract. 

3) From the abstracts, determine the entries which 
apply to your search area. Obtain a copy of the 
oitgtnil document, article, etc- by using Lie avail- 
ability information provided with each entry. 



TO STAY AWARE OF CURRENT LITERATURE - 

1) Scan the Subject Index to locate areas and titles in 
which you are interested. Keep a running list of entry 
numbers ?iid titles. 

2} Using the list of entry numbers and titles, refer to the 
Resume Section for the complete bibliographical entry 
with abstract. 

3) With the availability information Provided in each entry, 
order or refer to any articles, documents, books or 
dissertations which seem of particular Interest to you. 



HOW TO OBTAIN IPS! MATERIALS 

Since IPSI is, in essence, a stepping-stone in youi search for 
materials, we have attempted to give availability for nil rr.rterials 
which are listed. In most cases it is possible to obtain a personal 
copy of the title listed. The sources fall into four groupings -- the 
same as the four divisions of the Resume Section.
